In presenting the financial state¬ 
ment, Mr. S. G. Dobson, General 
Manager, noted that the bank had 
enjoyed a satisfactory year despite 
greatly changed conditions due 
to the war.

Need Large Sum To 
Repay Provinces For 
Vacating Tax Field 


Here is an exclusive picture of the new “walking-out” uniform which, 
it has just been announced at National Defence Headquarters, will be 
issued to all Canadian soldiers early in March. * 

This picture of “what the well-dressed young Canadian will wear” 
shows a private soldier dressed for his off parade hours stepping out with 
his best girl. Although he will continue to wear battle-dress for fighting 
and training, his few “hours of ease” will find him very smart in a jacket 
and slacks of khaki serge, brown tie, black socks and low shoes. And, like 
his father before him, he will carry a “swagger stick.” 

Similar in appearance to the jacket worn by officers the uniform has 
four pockets, regulation pleats on the breast pockets and patch pockets at 
the sides and a cloth waist belt. Regimental badges will be worn in the 
lapels. The branch of the Master General of the Ordnance, responsible 
for distribution and production, anticipates that the life of a "battle-dress” 
will be more than doubled as the result of the issuance of a second uniform. 


Ottawa—Close to $100,000,000 will! 
be required annually from the federal 
treasury to compensate the provinces 
which agree to vacate the personal i 
income and corporation tax field for 
the duration of the war and one year 
after, Finance Minister Ilsley an- j 
nounced. 

The minister, at a press conference, 
released details of the draft agree¬ 
ments being sent to the nine prov¬ 
inces—agreements completed after 
months of negotiations based on the 
minister’s budget proposals last 
April that the provinces vacate these 
tax fields temporarily. 

Mr. Ilsley said he believed all the 
provinces would sign after their leg¬ 
islatures had approved the agree¬ 
ments and passed the necessary tax 
amendments. 

Compensation will be paid the- 
provinces, annually, plus “fiscal need” 
subsidies to Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Mani- 
* toba and Saskatchewan. The follow- 
] ing are the^ total amounts payable to 
each province: 

Prince Edward Island, $701,943; 
Nova Scotia. $2 909,430; New Bruns¬ 
wick, $3,650,007; Quebec, $20,704,737; 
Ontario, $28,961,488; Manitoba, $5,- 
634,740; Saskatchewan. $5,830,471; 
Alberta. $4,080,218; British Colum¬ 
bia, $12,048,367. , 

In addition the federal treasury 
will pay grants to the provinces suf¬ 
ficient to make up the amount by 
which gasoline tax receipts fall below 
the totals collected for 1940 as a re¬ 
sult of gasoline rationing and other 
wartime restrictions. 

I The budget proposal, made as Mr. 


Ilsley raised federal taxes to unpre¬ 
cedented heights, was that the peo¬ 
ple be freed for the war’s duration 
and one year after from personal in¬ 
come and corporation taxes then be¬ 
ing levied by the provinces. 

To those provinces agreeing he 
offered compensation from the fed¬ 
eral treasury equal to the amount of 
revenue collected from the sources to - 
be abandoned during the fiscal years 
ending nearest to Dec. 31, 1940. 

As an alternative form of com¬ 
pensation, he said, the federal treas¬ 
ury would be willing ti> take over the 
net debt service actually paid by any 
province during the year ending 
nearest Dec. 31. 1940, less the rev¬ 
enue obtained from succession duties 
in that period. 

In addition it was provid|d that 
“fiscal need” subsidies might be paid 
from the federal treasury where 
need was proven, and that grants 
would be made to maintain gaso¬ 
line tax receipts at the level of col¬ 
lections during the fiscal year end¬ 
ing nearest Dec. 31, 1940, in each 
province. 

Under the agreements, Mr. Ilsley 
said, the provinces will undertake 
not to tax personal or corporation in¬ 
comes earned after Dec. 31, 1940 or 
to collect any other corporation 
taxes, which became due and payable 
after Sept. 1, 1941. 

The agreements will continue in 
force until one year after the end of 
the war when the Dominion agrees 
to reduce its tax rates to permit the 
provinces to re-enter the tax fields 
which they are being asked to vacate

NOTES AND COMMENTS 


A former president of the United States, Thomas 
Jefferson: “The basis of our Government being the 
opinion of the people, the very first object should be 
to keep that right. Were it left to me to decide whether 
we should have a government without newspapers or 
newspapers without a government, I should not hesi¬ 
tate a moment to prefer the latter.” 


What of Cost of Living Bonus for Farmers? 

"Higher city income warrants fair price for wheat.” 
So state elevator companies, which are of course close¬ 
ly bound up in the price the farmer gets. Last year 
Major H. G. L. Strange, whose weekly articles are pub¬ 
lished in this paper, told a large group of farmers here 
of the vital importance of wheat in war’s activities and 
in the post-war period. The urban dweller, with higher 
wages and cost of living bonus, is better able to pay a 
fair price for the wheat required to make his bread than 
is the farmer able to produce wheat at less than the cost 
of production. That the Canadian Wheat Board on the 
1942 wheat pay S1.22Ts per bushel basis One North¬ 
ern Fort William or Vancouver is a fair demand, in 
view of existing conditions. The present price is ab¬ 
solutely inadequate compared with production cost. 

Only by repeated hammering at the Canadian Wheat 
Board will the farmers get a fair deal. United action 
is necessary, for agriculture is one of Canada’s most 
important basic industries. Macleod’s Board of Trade 
has championed the interests of the farmer and will 
continue to, for on their prosperity depends the busi¬ 
ness interests of this town (and of the grain growing 
provinces), apart from the increased business which 
the war-time air training school has brought here. 

‘‘Smarten Up, M’Lads!” 

So Canadian soldiers—the P.B.l.’s, the Artillerymen 
and others whose only walking-out dress was heavy 
hob-nailed boots and comfortable though not natty bat¬ 
tle dress—are to have a uniform which will make the 
soldier feel proud of his appearance and make him 
more admirable in the eyes of the fair sex. Clothes may 
not make the man, but they add to his morale—to a 
soldier equally as much as to a civilian. This innova¬ 
tion, so long spoken of as something to make the army 
more appealing to the youth of the land, will give the 
soldier equally as smart appearance as the airmen, who 
so far have had advantages and privileges which the 
soldiers did not. On the footslogger falls the brunt of 
“Blood, Sweat and Tears.” In this war he has been 
over-shadowed by more spectacular tank troopers, but 
the hard-working, hard-fighting infantryman is still the 
backbone of the army. The most under-rated soldier 
in today’s warfare is the man who is going to win our 
war in the long test. No matter how irresistible our 
tank-equipped shock divisions prove in future battle, no 
major operation will be recorded as a victory without 
him. No matter how devastatingly the army co-opera¬ 
tion squadrons of the Air Force pound out a path with 
their flying barrage, no British-Canadian offensive can 
be a conclusive success without his stalwart presence 
on the ground. He should also have the h.onor. Now, 
when he’s on furlough, he’ll look smart and gay, 
thanks to the new uniform. 

An Opinion on Publishing Crime News 

Publication of crime news or exposure of offenders 
against the civil or moral law has oft been debated, 
some being insistent on a newspaper suppressing news 
of this nature. Newspapers generally stick to the prin¬ 
ciple that crime is news, and that publicity given to the 
offences of wrong-doers acts as a deterrent, for publi¬ 
city with many is feared almost as much as the punish¬ 
ment. Here is the opinion in part of Thomas S. Rice, 
published over ten years ago under the caption “Crime 
News is Constructive”: 

“Expressing my opinion which is based on thirty- 
odd years of crime reporting and study of the history of 
crime, as well as upon my observation as a lawyer, if 
the newspapers did not play up crime news, and if 
crime news were not constructive, whether or not the 
writers so intended, we would have to have gunracks 
on the backs of the pews in front of us to hold the rifles 
we would have to carry to church on Sunday as a pro¬ 
tection for ourselves and our families. This is not a 
farcical exaggeration .... Crime news, I insist, is in it¬ 
self constructive, in that it informs the public about 
dangers and evils that should be met or corrected by 
the criminal law or procedure, or by the police.” 

‘‘Unsung Heroes” on the Home Front 

Without glamor, but highly appreciated by the 
fighting men, is the work of committees and helpers in 
Red Cross work. Canadian communities, large or 
small, have always been ready to support this work 
( with the exception of those who seek alibis to avoid 
giving) and it relieves the government of a huge task 
which possibly would be left undone were it not for the 
splendid voluntary work done by these committees and 
women workers. There are few slackers, for the mass¬ 
es realize that everyone has to do his part in this war.

Another 
Charlie—good old Charlie Chase— 
sent the audience into fits of laugh¬ 
ter on many occasions, and even 
the ill-starred Fatty Arbuckle can 
be given credit for reaching the 
nigh marks of hilarity in film af¬ 
ter film. Then, too, there were 
:h ise Keystone Coppers, who took 
particular delight in bringing down 
their enormous clubs (made of rub- 
car, ’tis said) on the heads of over- 
amorous swains who looked too 
1 mg and too lovingly at those fair 
screen stars of another day—Mary 
Mhos Minter and Mabel Xorriiand.

Churchill Answers Canada’s Critics 

Although it is some time now 
that Premier Winston Churchill of 
Great Britain, made his memorable 
visit to Canada’s capital, yet it is 
only now that there is a strong re¬ 
action along Parliament Hill to 
the British Premier’s answer of 
the criticisms regarding the inac¬ 
tivities of Canadian forces over¬ 
seas. It is held to be an effective 
and lasting answer to the troopi 
themselves and to the public gen¬ 
erally that the only reason that 
Canadian troops remained in Bri¬ 
tain or had not been sent outside is 
due to the fact that those in com¬ 
mand feel that the greatest ser¬ 
vice that it is possible for them to 
render is that of guarding the cita¬ 
del of freedom, the heart of the 
Empire, and where the key of the 
greatest attack might take place in 
Case of invasion. In other words, 
no longer can the Government in 
Ottawa be charged with respon¬ 
sibilities regarding the inactivities 
outside of Britain of these Cana¬ 
dian troops. 

Cost of Living and Price Ceiling 

There is an inclination along 
Parliament Hill not to judge as 
yet the operative Values of the 
price and wage ceiling or “freez¬ 
ing’ policies by the latest rate of 
the cost of living-index in Canada 
because this drastic economic ex¬ 
periment may be confronted with 
many changes before it is adjudg¬ 
ed perfect or it is considered suc¬ 
cessful in stopping a rise in the 
cost of living. 

Canada’s Position and New 
Allied Strategy 

If reliable reports available now 
along Parliament Hill in refer¬ 
ence to the co-ordination of the 
war strength of all the powers op¬ 
posing the Axis are read between 
the lines, there are important hints 
of impendent crucial events in the 
capital, though the authorities in 
Ottawa are ultra-cautious about 
committing themselves on the re¬ 
cent conferences in Washington 
and Ottawa by Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill and experts or 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
and four other key Cabinet Mini¬ 
sters. Indeed, the information dis¬ 
closed so far may be considered as 
merely indications of preliminary 
or initial activities Whereby the 
ground-work is being prepared 
skilfully and diplomatically not 
only for the creation of a unified 
direction for the war amongst 
President Roosevelt, Premier 
Churchill, Premier Joseph Stalin, 
and President Chiang Kai-Shek, 
but also for a complete agreement 
amongst all other countries en¬ 
gaged in this war against world 
slavery as either active belliger¬ 
ents or active non-belligerents. It 
means that total war will be car¬ 
ried on in 1942 on a greater and 
more complicated scale on land, on 
sea, and in the air than it has ever 
occured in the history of mankind. 
It means the total mobilization of 
all countries and all peoples oppos¬ 
ing the Axis. It means that the 
man-in-the-street in Canada must 
be prepared for total war and to¬ 
tal mobilization. 

Expansion of Employment 
The authorities in Ottawa have 
found that the general rise in em¬ 
ployment throughout Canada is 
continuing at a favourable rate, be¬ 
ing now about one-third above its 
rate prior to this war. While this 
general expansion has been most 
marked in manufacturing, yet non- 
manufacturing enterprises have 
absorbed many workers, with ‘the 
observation that, outside of sea¬ 
sonal losses or some curtailment in 
work in certain undertakings, there 
is every reason to believe that the 
rising trend will be even greater in 
the coming months. 

No Serious Violations 
In face of the fact that a num¬ 
ber of complaints have been made 
of alleged infractions of the price 
regulations and investigations have 
been made, yet it is reported that 
so far no serious violations or at¬ 
tempts to break the law have been 
made. Moreover, a number of in¬ 
vestigations are now under way in 
order to iron out difficulties be¬ 
tween complainants and dealers for 
the mutual satisfaction of all par¬ 
ties without invoking any severe 
penalties. (

Calgary Royals, speedy junior 
aggregation, played a two-game 
exhibition series against the Min¬ 
ers here at the week-end, losing the 
first game Saturday evening, 4-3 
and winning the second 3-1, on 
Sunday.

_ TO DO A PLAY? 

Research By Director 

The director will be a busy person 
while waiting for the play books to 
come, making notes about this and 
that and the other thing. Pictures of 
the period must be looked up, (old 
photos will do if it was within the 
last 50 years), of the period in which 
the play is set; pictures of the furni¬ 
ture, costumes, shoes and stockings, = 
hair styles for both men and women, 
etc. Notes covering all these details 
must be made and on hand to answer 
questions that are bound to rise dur- * 
ing rehearsals. 

Stage Equipment 

How big is your stage where your t 
play is to be presented ? Are the b 
doors and windows in your scenery ^ 
in the right place ? Or must you 
build new scenery? Or are you go- f 
ing to use drapes? Or must you 
adapt your play to the present n 
scenery? These questions must all 0 
be thoroughly discussed and arranged 
for before rehearsals begin. If it is 
necessary to use the present scenery 1 
and your doors and windows are not h 
in the right place, then draw a sketch vs 
of your equipment to scale and plan 
your stage settings and furniture, t] 
entrances and exits accordingly. I 1 
know it will mean a lot of work now, v 
but will likely save grief at a later n 
date. h 

Your lighting problems should be 
considered at this time. If there are 
any special effects needed or desired, c 
discuss them with your stage man¬ 
ager and give him time to think t 
about ways and means of devising t 
effects at the least possible outlay of 
money. 

It may be possible to get your cos- 
turner to start thinking about where c 
this dress can be borrowed (and 
changed to fit if need be), where that 
wig or old hat can be found, where a 
fan is stored away, etc. Time is a I 
great element in keeping down costs a 
of production. For those who are - 
doing a costume play where bright 
colors are needed as in “Sunday 
Costs Five Pesos” use unbleached 
cotton to make the full skirts needed 
by the girls and make a paste as you 
would starch for the husband’s shirts 
and add to this a little dye of the 
desired color and with an ordinary 
paint brush, paint on this mixture 
with the cloth spread out flat on 
papers on the kitchen floor. Let it 
dry and you have an excellent ma¬ 
terial for any colorful costume, either 
of the Mexican play or for the early 
English or Spanish court. The 
starch gives body and under lights, 
the effect is magical. 

Rehearsal Space 

If you are allowed to practise on 
the stage during your rehearsals you 
are indeed fortunate. However, many 
of us have to borrow a living room 
or an office and push back the furni¬ 
ture; then measure off a space as 
nearly the size of the stage to be 
..used as possible. If not, measure 
space and use to a scale and arrange 
your furniture accordingly. This will 
j prevent your cast from "blowing up” 

; too far when the transition to the 
: stage is made. Two kitchen chairs 
tied together will do for a couch for 
j rehearsals, a box for a small table, 

I a bench for a bigger table, a shelf for 
| a cupboard, etc. Imagination is 
sometimes the mother of invention.

Order Is Postponed 

Vitamin-Rich Bread Cannot Be 
Obtained For Some Time 

A two-month postponement of in¬ 
troduction of vitamin-rich flour and 
bread under standards approved by 
the Dominion government has been 
proposed by the Canadian milling 
industry because of the difficulty of 
making machinery adjustments and 
other changes, it was learned. 

A meeting of representatives of 
the milling and baking industry was 
held in Ottawa recently when the 
whole subject was reviewed. 

Vitamin-rich flour and bread under 
the government-approved standards 
was to have been placed on the 
market on Feb. 1 but the industry 
has found the obtaining of machin¬ 
ery and supplies required for the 
changes a major problem. 

In addition to supplies, the indus¬ 
try is also concerned over the setting 
up of facilities for complete testing 
of the flour to see the vitamin con¬ 
tent is maintained to the extent re¬ 
quired by the standards.

SCIENCE OF NUTRITION 

The importance of food and nutri¬ 
tion to a country &t war has been 
constantly stressed by- the Health 
League of Canada. Now the League 
learns with pleasure that fifteen lead¬ 
ing U. S. food manufacturers have 
formed a Nutrition Foundation, the 
first co-operative scientific research 
laboratory to be created by the food 
industry. 

George A. Mooney, in the New 
; York Times, writes that “the founda¬ 
tion will be operated on a nonprofit 
basis to distribute freely discoveries 
in food and diet. The whole science 
of nutrition in direct relatidn to con¬ 
sumers will be studied. 

“Dr. Karl T. Compton, president of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, who heads the new founda¬ 
tion, explains that “in view of the 
world-wide urgency of problems of 
nutrition which will inevitably have 
to be faced in the coming years, we 
j felt that the launching of this founda¬ 
tion should no longer be delayed. 
Every day gained in the improve¬ 
ment of food and diet means in¬ 
creased human happiness and effec¬ 
tiveness.’’ 

“Paul S. Willis, president of the 
Associated Grocery Manufacturers 
of America, hails the foundation’s 
formation as an important step on 
behalf of the whole food industry in 
its relationship with the public. . . . 
“There is an unprecedented demand 
for nutritious food for our civilian 
population, our armed forces and 
our allies. In order to make the best 
possible use of our great supplies, 
we must continually seek new and 
better ways of processing and pre¬ 
serving food to get the maximum 
nutritive value from it."

Dogs Of War 

Great Britain Now Training Dogs 
For War Service 

The first and only establishment 
of its kind In Great Britain, at an 
Army school near London is now 
training dogs lent by their owners 
for service during the war. Hitherto 
the work has been largely experi¬ 
mental; now a regular system is 
turning out fully trained dogs at a 
rapid rate. 

Messenger dogs, mostly Border 
collies and other sheepdogs, learn to 
carry despatches swiftly and silently 
under realistic battle conditions. 
Others, Alsatians and crosses of 
lurchers, greyhounds, terriers and so I 
on, are trained in guiding patrols to 
enemy positions, or, for static de¬ 
fence, in giving warning of enemy 1 
approach.

Some 
falling off in domestic coal produc¬ 
tion was noted during November, 
but increases were recorded in sub- 
bitumiinous and bituminous var¬ 
ieties.
